‘ort. The army mess kit can also 
be used as a skillet and as a baker 
for cornbread, ete. For baking, the 
mess kit is filled half full of the 
dough, placed in the centre of a bed 
of coals and then covered over with 
live coals. 

In the selection of an axe, be sure 
to get one of good material, heavy 
enough, and with a handle of suf- 
| ficient length to mae it a practic- 
al tool, rather than a belt orna- 
ment. It must not be so big, how- 
lever, as to be clumsy in carrying. 
The belt knife and its sheath should 
be of the best material and be of 
good size. Do not get a_ toy, for 
there are many times when a real 
knife is a necessity.

New Minimum Wage Order 

New orders setting forth the 
minimum wage for various lines of 
industry have just been made by the 
Alberta Minimum Wage Board in 
accordance with the terms of the act 
as passed by the legislature to pro- 
vide a minumun wage for women. 
The various industries covered by 
the new orders include; Manufactur 
ing, not less than $12.50 per week; 
hotels and restaurants, $16.50 
(seven days); laundries and clean 
ing,*$12.50; personal service occupa- 
tions, $14; Offices, $14; shops and 
stores, $12.50. 

Apprentices’ wages, according to 
the orders, are to range from $6 per 
week up. Provision is also made for 
the payment of overtime at not less 
than the minimum wage. 

The regulations come into effect 
on August Ist and will apply in the 
following places: Edmonton, Cal- 
gary, Lethbridge, Medicine Hat, Red 
Deer, Wetaskiwin, Camrose, Card- 
ston, Drumheller, Coleman and Red- 
cliff.

SIZE OF EGG IMPORTANT 


We have it on the authority of no 
less a person than the Dominion 
Poultry Husbandman, that the prob- 
lem of small eggs is becoming more 
and more pronounced the longer the 
breeding for high egg production is 
continued. Thus it becomes neces 
sary, as he further says in his re- 
port for 1924, that the greatest care 
in selecting a male to head the flock 
should be taken ‘to see that he is 
from large egg stock. Records do 
not show that a high producing bird 
is bound to lay a small egg, but 
they indicate that unless careful! 
selection is followed there is a de- 
cided tendency for the size of eggs 
to decrease as production increases. 
A bird that does not lay eggs that 
average 24 ounces to the dozen can- 
not be registered no matter how 
many eggs she may lay. Attention 
to this matter of size, as well as to 
heavy yield, is being given by the 
Poultry Division at Ottawa and data 
is being collected that will be made 
public, as the report says, in due 
season.
